SUBJECT stated that on Friday November 22, 1963, at approxi- 
mately 2*15 A. ;{. a vihite male, five feet seven inches toll, 11*0 lbs* 
with dark hair, entered the LUC £ 5 U A D CAFE, located at 3520 O^KLV v’, 
wt.ero SUBJECT is a waitress. SUBJECT stated that this man wan positiv- 
ely T-’ K HAUVY O'rrnt.D . SUBJECT said this man stated that he was woitinr, 
for JACK k(r-'Y. SUBJECT stated that JACK Il’JBY entered the CAFE a short 
time later - but did not sit in the booth with this non* The man believed 
to bo OSWALD went over and sot with JACK RUBY* SUBJECT stated that 
RUDY and the mon believed to be OSlvALD left nt approximately 2*1*5 A, M. 
At thi s point in the interview the SUBJECT stated thnt she could not 
bo sure thot this man wno OSWALD but if he had a small deep soar on 
his left cheek, it was him* 

SUBJECT stated that a few days after the assassination sho 
received an anonymous telephone call telling her to get out of town 
or sho would die* 

Before the interview ended the SUBJECT stated that she could 
not be positive but she thought the man with RUBY was OSWALD.
